Hardly an athletic event goes by without a com- 
can plaint about the officiating. This is to be expected 
i and the officials are usually smart enough to ignore 


the hecklers. 

The Eastern College Athletic Conference goes 
to a lot of trouble to keep the level of officiating 
high. Foothall and basketball officials are evaluated 
by the opposing coaches after each game. The coach 
of each team receives an evaluation sheet for each 
official in the game. He is not supposed to fill out 
this sheet until at least 24 hours after the game to 
insure that the coach will not be emotionally upset 
at the time of his evaluation. 

The evaluation comes from the game films rath- 
er than the coach’s impressions during the game and 
it is categorized into many areas. The coaches 
must evaluate the officials on their physical ability 

to keep up with the game, their ability to work under 
the pressures of a close game, and how well they 
control the players’ tempers, 
be. Mr, Maurice Zarchen, URIs Director of Ath- 
 Tetics, must co-sign all the evaluation sheets before 
they ave mailed to the ECAC headquarters. | 
“It would be the ideal situation if an impartial 
observer from the ECAC could come down and 
make the evaluations, but this is the best practical 
way of evaluating the officials," These are the feel-
